ORDER 


According to the orders relating to inter-departinental transfer of 
Government Servants contained in the first four G. O s read above, a person 
transferred from one subordinate service to another or from one unit to 
another within the same service is allowed to count his former service for 
purpose of probation in the later service provided all his seniors in the 
latier service/ unit have had sufficient time to complete probation within the 
prescribed period . It has been found that the above stipulation is contrary 
to the orders regarding probation issued in the G.O. real as fifth paper 
since incorporated in the special rules for variousservices . According to the 
rules, a transferee has to undergo fresh period of probation in the post to 
which he joined on transfer. In the circumstances it is considered necessary 
to revise the executive orders on the lines of the provision in the special 
rules . 


Government therefore in consultation with the Kerala Public Scrvice 
Commission order in partial modification of the G.Os read above that an . 
inter-departmental transferce will have to undergo probation in the new 
G. 2212 . 
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department in accordance with the special rules. In the case of inter 
departmental transfer to the services for which special rules have not been 
issued , the transferee will rot be allowed to count his service in the former 
service or unit for purposes of probation under any circumstance and in 
such cases the probation will be regulated in accordance with the orders 
contained in G. O. (MS) No. 188 /PD dated 6-5-1966 .

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Rules for the Share Participation by the Government in 
Industrial Co -operative Societies engaged in 

Small Scale Industries 


1. These rules may be called the Rules for Share participation by the 
Government in Industrial Co -operative Societies engaged in Small Scale 
Industries (other than Coir and Handloom ). 

2. The Government may participate in the share capital structure of 
Industrial Co -operative Societies engaged in Small Scale Industries under 
the administrative control of Industries Department. For the purpose of 
this rules Industrial Co-operative Society is defined as 

(a) a Co-operative Society Registered under the Co -operative Socie 

ties Act in which more than 90 % of the members are workers 

engaged in the Industry and would share the profit . 
(b ) a Co-operative Society , Central or apex , in which other primary 

Industrial Co -operative Societies are members. 
(c) a Co-operative Society in which small Scale Industries Units 

are members . 
(d ) a Co-operative Society, registered for the purpose of constructing 

Mini Industrial Estate and for starting Small Scale Industries 

with beneficiary entrepreneurs as members 
3. The amount of share participation by Government shall in each 
case be limited to the amount of share capital collected from individual 
members subject to a maximum of Rs. 50,000 provided that for purpose of 
constructing Mini Industrial Estates, the quantum of share participation 
by Government in such Co-operative Societies shall be decided by 
Government from time to time. 

4. The Industries Development Commissioner /Director of Industries 
and Commerce will be the authority to sanction share participation up to 
Rs. 5,000 amount exceeding Rs. 5,000 will be sanctioned by the 
Government on the recommendation of the Industries Development 
Commissioner /Director of Industries and Commerce. 

5. The Societies to be eligible for share participation shall satisfy the 
following conditions: 

(i) The Society shall be one recommended by the concerned 

D strict Industr.es Officer /Deputy C mmissioner ( S.S.I.) . 
( ii) The bye-laws of the society should provide a clause for 

parti ipation in the share capital structure of the society by 

Government. 
(iii ) The bye- laws of the society should provide for collection of 

thrift fund from the wages payable to the workers/ members at 
the rate not less than 5per cent. The thrift deposit should be 
periodically convered into shares of the members. 


(iv ) The society should agree for the appointment of a full time 

paid secretary with the approval of the Registrar of 

Co-operative societies. 
(v) The society should not be in default in respect of payment of 

share capital loan obtained from Government. 
(vi) The society should agree to abide by the terms and conditions 

regarding share participation as may be prescribed by the 

Guvernment from time to time. 
(vii) The Industrial scheme implemented by the society for which 

the amount is proposed to be utilised should be a viable one. 
6. The Co-operative society shall not refund any share to the members 
without the approval of the Industries Development Commissioner /Director 
of Industries and Commerce as long as Government holds shares in the 
society . 

7. The shares so contributed by the Government shall be retired after 
a period of 15 years. 

8 . The retirement of shares shall be in 15 equal annual instalments 
commencing from the 15th anniversary of the receipt of share amount from 
the Government. 

9. Notwithstanding anything contained in rule Nos. 7 and 8 the 
Government are empowered to withdraw the shares taken by Government 
in the society at any time. 

10. The retirement of shares shall be watched by the respective District 


Officers. 


11. Application for share participation should be in form A (in 
duplicate) appended to these rules and shall be submitted to the District 
Officer concerned who will after necessary enquiries submit the same to the 
Industries Development Commissioner/Director of Industries and Commerce . 

12. Industries Development Commissioner /Director of Industries and 
Commerce on receipt of the application will get the same scrutinised and 
cause further inspection or enquiries if found necessary and sanction th : 
application /recommend the same to the Government as the case may be . 

13. The sanctioned amount shall be drawn by the president of the 
Society, duly authorised for this purpose by the Board of Directors of the 
Society, in a Grant-in -Aid Bill duly countersinged by the District Officer 
concerned 

Before the amount is su drawn, the Society along with the President and 
committee members /Board of Directors shall execute an agreement in the 
Form in Appendix B appended . 

14. The amount received by the Society s ball be deposited in a savings 
Bank Account in the nearest Government Treasury in a Joint account of the 
President of the Society and the Deputy Commissioner/District Industries 


Officer concerned and withdrawals will be allowed on cheques duly 
countersig , d by the Deputy Commissioner/District Industries Officer con 
cerned or officers authorised by him . 


15 . The Committee of the respective Societies shall take resolution 
allotting number of shares specifying the amount in favour of the Govern . 
mont, fully covering the amount disbursed for the purpose within a month 
ofthe date of disbursement of the amount failing which Government shall 
direct the Society to remit an interest at the rate of 51 % for the amount 
disbursed for the period from the date of disbursement to the date of allot 
ment of shares, or to refund the whole amount with 54 % interest. Balance 
if any should be refunded to Government with immediate effect. 


16. The Society shall issue to Industries Development Commissioner / 
Director of Industries and Commerce the necessary share certificate in the 
name of Government of Kerala in printed form and furnish credit parti 
culars of the amount to the District Officer concerned as well as to the 
Industries Development Commissioner /Director of Industries and Commerce 
and in due course send the utilisation ce tificate to the Accountant General 
under intimation to the District Officer concerned and the Industries 
Develo ;ment Commissioner/Director of Industries and Commerce . 

17. The dividend accruing on the share capital contribution shall be 
remitted to the Treasury within one month after the declaration of the 
dividend by the General bocy of the Society . 
18 

TheManaging Committee of the Society shall pass a resolution 
undertaking the above conditions and submit copy along with the applica 
tion . 

19. The Societies in which Government have participated in the share 
structure shall not take shares in other institutions without the prior 
approval of the Indust :ies Development Commissioner /Director of Industries 
aud Commerce. 

20. The Registrar of the concerned Societies may nominate depart 
mental officers invoking provisions of the Kerala Co -operative Societies Act 
to the Board ofmanagement of the Society . 

21. The amount shall be utilised for construction of factory sheds or 
Estates, procurement of machineries, procurement of know how , for arrang 
ing Project reports and feasibility report and for purchase of raw materials, 
payment of wages and creation of movable and immovable assets . 

22. The Government may by order and for reasons to be stated 
exempt any society from any of the provisions contained in these rules. 

23. Contribution to share capital shall be subject to Budget provision .

BETWEEN .

hereinafter called " the Government " ) of the other part. 

WHEREAS the Society has under the " Rules for share participation by 
the Government in the Industrial Co - operative Societies engaged in Small 
Scale Industries (other than Handloom and Coir )" (hereinafter called as the 
Rules which shall form part of this deed as if incorporated herein ) applied 
for contribution of a sum of Rs...... . (Rupees .. 

......only ) 
towards share capital of the Society to be utilised for the purpose mentioned 
in the Rules ; 

AND WHEREAS the Government/ Industries Development Commissioner / 
the Director of Industries and Commerce have/has in Order No .. 
• dated ... ..which shall form part of this Agreement as if incorporated 
herein (hereinafter called the said Order) sanctioned the sum of Rs.. 
(Rupees..... 

......only) as contribution to the share capital of 
the Society subject to the terms and conditions hereinafter contained and 
subiect to those contained in the Rules and in the said Order to which 
the Society has also agreed ; 

Now THESE PRESENTS WITNESS as follows: 

(1 ) The amount of share participation of Rs. 
sanctioned shall be deposited in the nearest Government Treasury in a joint 
account of the President of the Society and theDeputy Commissioner/ District 
Industries Officer concerned . 

(2) The amount so deposited shall be drawn only on cheques 
countersigned by the Deputy Commissioner/District Officer or any other 
Officer authorised by him in that behalf. 

( 3) The Soiety shall issue share certificates to the Industries 
Development Commissioner /Director of Industries and Commerce in the 
name of the Governor of Kerala within a month of receipt of the share 
capital contribution . 

(4 ) The amount shall be utilised only for the purpose for which 
it is sanctioned . 
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(5 ) The unutilised portion of the amountsanctioned shall be surren 
dered to Government within the time fixed by the Industries Development 
Commissioner/Director of Industries and Commerce. 

(6 ) The Society shall maintain proper accounts for all transactions 
and credit particulars of the amount shall be made available for the 
inspection to District Industries Officer concerned as well as to the Industries 
Development Commissioner /Director of Industries and Commerce and in 
due course send utilisation certificate to the Accountant General under 
intimation to the District Officer concerned and the Industries Development 
Commissioner/ Director of Industries and Commerce . 

( ) The Society shall collect thrift fund from the wages payable to 
The worker members at a rate nut less than 6 % and the same shall be 
periodically converted into the share capital of the members. 

(8 ) The Society shall have a qualified full time paid Secretary 
appointed with the approval of the Registrar of Co-operative Societies. 

( 9) The ociet shall repay to the Government, the share contri 
bution of Rs. ...... (Rupees .... ...) only in fifteen equal 
annual instalments, the first insta ent being payable from the 15th anniver 
sary of the date of receipt of share capital amount and the subsequent 
instalments on the corresponding dates of the succeeding years. 

(10) Notwithstanding anything herein contained or in the Rules or 
in the said order or in the bye-laws of the Society but subject to the pro 
visions of the Kerala Co -operative Societies Act it shall be open to the 
Government to withdraw at any time without stating any reason whatsoever 
the whole or any portion of the Government contribution and the Society 
shall thereupon forthwith refund the amount so withdrawn in a lump. 

(11) The liability of the Society under this Agreement shall be 
co- extensive with that of the members of the Board of Directors / Committee 
members of the Society who have executed this Agreement for and on behalf 
of the Society and on their own behalf. 

(12) In case of breach of all or any of these conditions the Society 
shall pay the entire amount due to the Government in a lump at once. It 
is further agreed that all sums found due to the Government under or by 
virtue of this Deed shall be recoverable from the Society and its properties 
movable and immoveable and also from the executants of this Agreem nt 
an 1 their properti s both movable and immovable under the provisions 
of the R venue Recovery Act for the time being in force as though such 
sums are arrears of land

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AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the management of the United Electrical 
Industries Ltd., Quilon (hereinafter referred to as the management) and the 
Motor Employees Association , Quilon (for short, the union ) has been 
referred by Government under Section 10 ( 1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 for adjudication to this Court by order G. O. Rt. No. 
1920 /71/LSWD dated 25-9-1971. The issue referred for decision is : 

“ Reinstatement of Shri Olympus Fernandez , Watcher" . 

2. Shri Fernandez was a watcher employed by the management. The 
watchers work by turns. Shri Fernandez was on duty from 9.30 p . m . on 
20-12-1969 to 5.30 a . m . on 21-12-1969 . He was relieved at 5. 30 a. m . by 
Thankappan Pillai, another watcher. Sometime after he assumed duty one 
Gopi came and told bim that in the early hours of that day he (Gopi) saw a 
man short of stature talking to Fernandez inside the factory gate and that the 
stranger went away after some time carrying a bag with something in it. 
Soon after the information was given the Security Officer came to the 
factory in the course of his routine visit. The watcher then gave him a 
report in writing incorporating the information received by him . The 
Security Officer then opened the factory and made a search with a view to 
know whether anything was amiss. He saw that the main terminals were 
strewn all over the tapping and drilling shop where they were stored . The 
discovery was reported forthwith to the WorksManager who caused the stock 
register to be verified to know whether there was any shortage in the stock, 
Verificatoin revealed that 60 main terminals were missing . It was also 
found that they were removed at the time when Shri O. Fernandez was on 
duty as watcher. Accordingly disciplinary proceedings were initiated against 
him and a memo was served calling upon him to offer his explanation . As 
the explanation submitted by him was found to be unsatisfactory a domestic 
enquiry was ordered to be conducted against him . He was found guilty of 
letting a stranger access to the premises of the factory and conning at the 
theft of company s properties or causing loss to the company by his negli 
gence and carelessness . The report of the enquiry officer was accepted by 
the management which dismissed the watcher from service with effect from 
2-1-1970 . 

3. According to the union the enquiry conducted against the 
workman was irregular. The charge framed against him was too vague to 
make any effective defence . Principles of natural justice were grossly 
violated . The enquiry officer did not conduct the enquiry impartially. The 
depositions of witnesses were not correctly recorded . Full opportunity was 
not given him to examine all his witnesses. A petition filed by the workman , 
for a direction to the management to produce certain documents material to 
the enquiry was unreasonably turned down by the enquiry officer. The 
questions put to the workman were in the nature of a scarching cross-exami. 
nation calculated to fix the responsibility on him . His request for a union 
representative as observer was not conceded . The findings of the enquiry 
officer are perverse inasmuch as the evidence recorded at the enquiry does 
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not lend support to them . The Security Officer who engineered the charge 
was on enmical termswith him . A representation made by the workman to 
the Managing Director would prove it; but the enquiry officer did not call 
for this document although the workman requested for it. The enquiry was 
therefore vitiated from stem to stern and the union prays that the workman 
be ordered to be reinstated in service with back wages. 

4. The management has filed a written statement justifying their 
action in dismissing the workman from service and opposing the union s 
claim for his reinstatement. The enquiry against the workman , it is 
submitted , was very properly conducted by an experienced Advocate. The 
workman was given full opportunity to conduct his defence, and the records 
would show that he elaborately cross-examined the witnesses. The findings 
of the enquiry officer were based on the evidence legally recorded at the 
enquiry: In the enquiry the workman was proved to have let a stranger 
inside the factory premises without authority and connived at the theft of 60 
main terminals or caused the theft of the said articles by his negligence or 
carelessness. The punishment meted out to the workman was just and 
proper. The documents called for by the workman were irrelevant to the 
enquiry and so , no prejudice had been caused to him by not directing the 
production thereof, Management therefore prays that an award be passed 
upholding their action in dismissing the workman and rejecting the union s 
claim for his reinstatement. 

5. Seldom one would come acorso an enquiry more proper than the 
one held against Shri Olympus Fernandez. The enquiry officer was an 
Advocate of 30 years standing having no connection whatsoever with the 
management. It is seen from the proceedings of the enquiry that the 
charge was read over to the accused workman at the commencement of the 
enquiry and hewas asked whether he pleaded guilty to the charge or not. 
Receiving a negative reply, the enquiry officer proceeded to examine the 
witnesses. Six witnesses were examined by the management and two by the 
workman . At the conclusion of the management evidence the workman was 
given an opportunity to explain the circumstances appearing against him in 
the evidence. He utilised the opportunity to give a long statement. 

6. The findings of the enquiry officer are precise and fully backed by 
analysing the evidence as is expected of an Advocate of standing. He came 
to the conclusion that 60 main terminals were stolen from the T. D. Shop of 
the company between 1.30 and 5.30 a . in . on 21-12-1969 when 
Sri Fernandez was on night duty . He further found that Shri Fernandez 
admitted a stranger into the factory premises without authority and that the 
theft could have been committed either with his connivance or on account of 
his criminal negligence or carelessness. The findings are fully justified by 

evid adduced at the enquiry . I may even say that on evidence 
recorded no other conclusion was possible. The domestic enquiry must 
therefore be adjudged legal and proper. 

7. The union has contended that the shortage of 60 main terminals 
was not fully established , that the failure to produce the stock and utilisation 
registers pertaining to these articles was fatal to the management s case of 


theft and that without producing those documents it was not possible to 
conclude that there was theft as alleged . True that the said documents 
were not produced at the enquiry: But there is ample evidence to show 
that 60 main terminals were missing from the stock . As soon as the theft 
was reported Assistant Engineer (Works) verified the stock and found that 
60 brass main terminals were missing. He gave a report of his finding, to 
the Works Manager . The report was proved at the enquiry by the person 
who made it. The charge hand Shri Narayanan also made a report to the 
effect that he was in the company till 1.30 a . m . on 21-12-1969 and when he 
left, the brass terminals were safely locked up in a receptacle. The fact that 
they were found strewn all over the room was a clear indication that some 
one had tampered with the receptacle . The discovery of shortage in the 
stock proved that the same person decamped with them . The Assistant 
Engineer who discovered the shortage had no motive to make a false report 
and indeed the workman has no case that he falsified the report with a view 
to foist a false ch irge on him ._At the enquiry he did not controvert the 
correctness of the Assistant Engineer s report by putting any questions to 
him . On the other hand he accepted the theft as a fait accompli and pro 
ceeded to establish that he was falsely implicated by reason of the Security 
Officer s hostility towards him . It is therefore not open to him to attack the 
findings of the enquiry officer merely because certain registers were not 
produced by the management. 

8. Once the theft of company s properties in his duty time is esta 
blished he cannot escape the responsibility for the theft . The management 
need not prove that he had abetted the theft or connived at it. It is enough 
for them to show that company s properties were stolen while he was on 
duty as watchman . Criminal negligence on his part would then be a matter 
of inference. In this case he was seen talking to a stranger inside the gate at 
an odd hour of the night.. Gopi who saw them had no motive for hatching 
a story , nor had he any illwill towards Shri Fernandez . He only reported 
what he actually saw . This would be enough to find him guilty of 
misconduct, for as watchman he violated the rules by admitting a stranger 
inside the factory premises and that too at 3 a. m Direct proof of theſt 
especially when committed at night may not always be forthcoming . But 
the circumstantial evidence adduced at the enquiry was so convincing that 
no reasonable person could believe that Shri Fernandez was not privy to the 
theft. The articles were stolen after .1 30 a.m. and before Shri Fernadez 
was relieved at 5.30 a . m . by Thankappan Pillai Shri Fernandez had the 
factory keys with him . He was seen talking to a stranger inside the factory 
gate at 3 a. m . The stranger then left the place carrying something in a 
bag. Next day 60 brass terminals were found missing from the T. D. shop . 
Brass terminals were also und to have been strewn all over the place . 
What would be the reaction of a reasonable man if these circumstances are 
brought to his notice ? The reaction would not be favourable to the watch 

It may be mentioned that in a domestic enquiry the same standard of 
proof as required in a criminal court to convict a person is not required . It 
not necessary that the misconduct alleged against an employee should be 
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proved beyond all reasonable doubt. Even so the complicity of Shri 
Fernandez in the theft of brass terminals is beyond doubt. 

9. Therefore, for the foregoing reasons I find that the domestic 
enquiry was very properly conducted and that he was rightly found guilty of 
the misconduct alleged . 

10. As regards the punishment it is the prerogative of the employer to 
choose the punishment to be meted out to the employee regard being had to 
the facts and circumstances of the case and to the gravity of the misconduct 
proved . The tribunal seldom interferes with the discretion of the employer 
in this regard unless the punishment is harsh or oppressive or bas no pro 
portion to the gravity of the misconduct proved . Abetting or conniving at 
the theft of the employer s properties is the worst form of misconduct for 
which the proper punishment wou d be dismissal. I therefore seeno 
ground to interfere with the punishment awarded to the workme:. 

In the result, I pass an award upholding the action of the management 
in dismissing Shri Olympus Fernandez from service and rejecting the union s 
claim for his reinstatement or any other reliefs .

AWARD 
This Industrial dispute has been raised by the Quilon District Motor 
Transport Workers Union , ( the union , for short ) over the question of 
" denial of employment to Shri N. Madhava Panicker, Checking Supervisor , 
Balaram Motors, Quilon ." Since an amicable settlement was found to be 
impossible through negotiations the Government of Kerala referred the 
dispute for compulsory adjudication to this court under Section 10 (1) (c) of 
the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 by order G. O. Rt. No. 1919/71 /LSWD 
dated 25-9-1971. 

G. A. 262/ L 
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2. The case of the union is that Shri Madhava Panicker was appointed 
as checking supervisor in the Balaram Motor Service in 1124 by the pro 
prietor, the deceased Govinda Panicker who owned 6 buses. The business was 
partitioned after his death among his children . Bus No. K. L. Q. 4672 was 
allotted to the share of Shri G. Balakrishnan . It is alleged that Madhava 
Panicker became an employee of Shri Balakrishnan without any break in his 
services. The monthly wages paid to him was Rs. 48.50 . This was below 
the minimum wages fixed by Government for the motor workers. When the 
workman demanded minimum wages in 1971 with retrospective effect 
Shri Balakrishnan is said to have denied him employment. The union prays 
that the illegal action of the employer be set right and an award passed rein 
stating the workman in service with back wages. 

3. The case of the employer is that Shri Madhava Panicker was never 
employed as checking supervisor by his father at any time and he never 
worked as such in the Balaram Motor service. It is true that on the death of 
Govinda Panicker, he got one bus as his share, but with that bus 
Mr. Madhava Panicker never joined his services. Four workers were allowed 
to work under him , but Mr. Madhava Panicker was not one among them . 
Since the workman had never worked under him it is preposterous to say 
that he was denied employment. At the hearing stage the employer has also 
raised a contention that since the workman has attained the age of 70 his 
reinstatement cannot be ordered under any circumstances. He would pray 
that an award be passed rejecting the union s claim for reinstatement of the 
workman . 

4. The union has filed a replication reiterating the claim for reinstate . 
ment and denying the contentions of the employer. 

5. The main question arising for consideration in the light of the aver 
ments in the pleadings is whether Shri Madhava Panicker had ever been 
employed in the Balaram Motor Service as a checking supervisor. 

6. The initial burden is on the union . The evidence of the union 
consists of the testimony of three witnesses including the workman and Exhi 
bits W - 1 to W -5 . Exhibit W - 1 is a memo dated 14-1-1127 written in the 
letter head of Balaram Motor Service and addressed to Shri Madhava 
Panicker asking him to investigate and report about a complaint received 
against a conductor named Ismail . Exhibit W -2 is also a memo directing 
him to check the buses when they ply between certain points. Exhibit W -4 
is a memo on similar lines as Exhibit W - 2 . Exhibit W -5 is a letter of intro 
duction given by Mr. G. Viswanathan the elder brother of Shri Balakrishnan , 
to an Advocate at Ernakulam requesting to render to Mr. Madhava Panicker 
necessary help in connection with a case pending in the High Court. It may 
be mentioned that Mr. Viswanathan continued the business for some years 
after his father s death before it was partitioned . It was at that time that 
Exhibit W - 5 was written . In Exhibit W -5 Madhava Panicker is referred to 
as a workman of his company . 

7. These documents would clearly indicate that he was working as a 
checking supervisor in the Balaram Motor Service. The case of the employer 
is that the genuineness of these documents is not proved and hence they can 
not be acted upon . It is not necessary to prove the genuineness of these 


i documents that the signatories thereof should be examined . The attending 

circumstances may be considered in adjudging the genuineness, for it is not 
always easy to find out after a long time the executant of a document or the 
scribe who wrote it. The appearance of Exhibits W. 1 to W. + tally with the 
dates they bear. The contents of the documents would also clearly indicate 
their genuineness. Exhibit W -5 waswritten by the employer s brother. The 
workman cited him as a witness and made repeated attempts 10 procure his 
attendance in court. The relectance of the witness to give evidence is under 
standable ; at the same time such reluctance tends to confirm the genuineness 
of Exhibit W -5 . I find that Exhibits W.1 to W -5 arr genuine. If they are 
genuine the workman s status as checking supervisor in the Balaram Motor 
Service stands definitely established. 

8. That apart there is also the testimony of an independent witness 
(WW . 2) who is competent to give evidence this issue . He was a former 
employee of the Balaram Motor Service who had occasion to work with 
Shri Madhava Panicker. Heswears that Madhava Panicker was a checking 
supervisor while he was driver in the same establishment. His evidence 
was sought to be discredited by questioning his claim of being a driver in the 
Balaram Motor Service, but Shri Balakrishnan admits in cross that WW . 2 
had worked under his father. 

9. The employer has a case that when the business was partitioned 
4 employees were allotted to work for him and that Madhava Panicker was 
not among them . He would further say that the complete list of workers 
employed in the Balaram Motor service and the list ofworkers allotted to 
work under him were sent to the Labour Department and to the Secretary of 
the union, but Madhava Panicker s name was not included in those lists. 
The implication of this contention is that his name would liave found a place 
in the lists had he been employed in the Balaram Moto Service. This is a 
probable circumstance favourable to the employer; but he has not made any 
attempt to substantiate the contention . He could have easily proved it by 
summoning the District Labour Officer to produce the so called lists in court. 
His failure to do so is ,apt to create suspicion in the truth of his contention . 
Therefore considering all the aspects of the case as disclosed by the evidence , 
I have no doubt that ShriMadhava Panicker was an employee ofthe Balaram 
Motor Service . 

10. About the factum of denial of employment the workman swears 
that in 1971 when he demanded minimum wages Shri Balakrishnan denied 
him employment. In the circumstances of the case the workman has to be 
believed . I find that employment was denied to him in 1971 as alleged . 

11. The employer s counsel has raised a contention at the last stage 
that Shri Madhava Panicker has attained the age of 70 years and so , in any 
event, his reinstatement should not be ordered . The learned Advocate 
appearing for the workman in his argument notes admitted that his client 
had attained the age of 60 years, but contended for the position that whether 
an employee should be superannuated on attaining the age of 60 years is a 
matter pertaining to the contract of service or to the relevant provisions in 
the Standing Orders. In other words, if the company has no standing orders 
prescribing the age of superannuation , or when there is no contract of service 


prescribing such age, the employee is not debarred from continuing in service 
after the age of 60 years. There is no evidence as to the age of superannua . 
tion prescribed for motor transport workers, but still I am not prepared to 
accept the position that the concerned workman could be allowed to continue 
in service after attaining 60 years of age. In Guest, Keen , Williams ( P ) Ltd. 
V. Sterling (1959 II LLJ 405) the Supreme Court has laid down some 
important factors which the Tribunals have to take into account in fixing the 
age of superannuation . They are : 

1. Nature of the work assigned to employees. 
2. Nature of the wage structure. 
3. Retirement benefits and other amenities available to them . 
4 . Nature of the climate where the employees work . 
5 . Age of superannuation fixed in comparable industries . 
6. Practice prevailing in the past in industries in the matter of retire 

ment age. 
Following this principle the retirement age has been fixed at 60 years in 
the Bombay area. I see no ground why the sameage should not be adopted 
in the Kerala area also . In any event the retirement age cannot be fixed in 
motor service beyond 60 years since the work therein is hazardous requiring 
a certain standard of physical fitness. It follows that the workman cannot 
be reinstated in service since he has passed the age of 60 years. 

12. In the result an award is passed directing Shri G. Balakrishnan 
Proprietor, Balaram Motor Service to pay Shri Madhava Panicker back 
wages at the rate of Rs. 48.50 per mensum from 1-6-1971 to 31-5-1976 in 
the date on which the workman is deemed to have been superannuated . He 
will be also entitled to retirement benefits like gratuity in accordance with 
law . The claim for reinstatement is disallowed .

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AWARD 
1. This industrial dispute was referred by the Government of Kerala 
to the Labour Court, Quilon as per G.O. Rt. No. 2025 /71/LSWD dated 
12-10-1971. In that reference , the Government stated that they are of the 
opinion that an ir.dustrial dispute exists between the Administrative Officer, 
Bharath Plywoods & Timber Products Private Limited Baliapatam , 
Cannanore 1o , on one hand and the workmen of the above concern repres 
ented by the Secretary, Bharath Plywood and Timber Workers Union , 
Bal.apatam , Cannanore- 10 , on the other hand as regards termination of 
services of Smt. K. Madhavi , with effect from 24-9-1970 . The Labour 
Court Quilon , took the reference on file and numbered it as I.D. 74/71 . On 
formation of the Kozhikode Labour Court, Government transferred it to this 
Court and from here it was renumbered as I.D. 58/76 . 

2. From Court notices were issued to both sides . Then the Union 
appeared and filed a written statement. Therein it was stated that 
Smt. K Madhavi was in the service under the management to this indus 
trial dispute and she entered that establishment in the year 1954. She 
continued to work there in the block-board section till 24-9-1970, when the 
management terminated her services as per a notice dated 24-8-1970 . In the 
above notice it was stated that her notices were terminated because of her 
ill health and old-age. According to the Union , both these grounds are 
incorrect . The Union would say that Smt. Madhavi was in perfect health 
condition . It was further stated that either before termination of her 
services or after that she did not suffer from any disease . The allegation 
that Smt. Madhavi attained the age of superannuation was also stated to 
be not c rrect by the Union . It was stated that she had not even attained 
the age of 50 years on the date when her services were terminated . Tho 
management was appraised of all these facts but it remained in an adament 
attitude. According to the Union , the termination of Smt. Madhavi s 
services were mala fide and amounts to unfair labour practice and victimis 
ation . It was further stated that the management was misusing the powers 
it had under the Payment of Gratuity Act by issuing such an order, 
Therefore, the Union wanted Smt. Madhavi to be reinstated in service with 
her back -wages. 

3. The management submitted a written statement wherein it was 
stated that the services of Smt. Madhavi along with two other workers of 
the establishment were terminated as she had attained the age of superannua 
tion . The allegation that she did not attained the age of superannuation 
was without any merit or substance. The allegation that on the date on 
which her secvices were terminated , Smt. Madhavi did not attain the age 
of 50 years was stated to be incorrect. It was pointed out by the manage 
ment that he had in fact suggested that her age was 52 at that time. Thc 
allegation that Smt. Madhavi was in perfect health was also denied by the 
management According to the management, she was not in a fit state of 
health to discharge her duties. The management further denied the allega. 
tion that it had indulged in unfair labour practices. Therefore, it was stated 
that Smt. Madhaviwas got entitled to any relief as suggested by the Union . 
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4. The Union filed a rejoinder. There they letterated the case already 
stated in the written statement. They added that a certificate had been 
issued to Smt. Madhavi by the Headmaster of the Alavil North L. P. School 
and as per that certificate her date of birth was 26-12-1917 . It was further 
stated that Sınt. Madhavi is quite healthy and can stand the strain of any 
hard work . 

5. On these contentions, the point to be decided 13 regarding the 
termination of services of Smt. Madhavi, the worker with effect from 
24-9-1970 . For deciding that point, we have to consider the questions 
(1) whether Smt. Madhavi had attained the superannuation age of 24-9-1970 , 
(2 ) whether Smt. Madhavi was in perfect health on the d.te of which her 
services were terminated and (3) whether the management was justified in 
Issuing the order terminating her services. 

6 All the points together :- Smt. K.Madhavi was employed in the 
Bharath Plywoods and Timber Products Private Ltd., at Cannanore. On 
24-8-1970, a notice was given to her saying that her services will be termina 
ted with effect from 24-9-1970 . That is admitted by the Union and that 
notice is marked in this case as exhibit M3. In exhibit M3, the two grounds 
mentioned are ill health and old -age . That notice was issued as per the 
Kerala Industrial Employees Payment of Gratuity Act and Rules. Along 
with that notice she was also given the gratuity amount of Rs. 1,162.80 . 
Even before issue of exbibit M3, the management had issued exhibit M2 a 
notice dated 2-7-1970 asking upon Smt. Madhavi to produce evidence 
regarding her date of birth . Smt. Mau havi did not produce her date of 
birth required as per exhibit M2notice. The management then issued an 
order terminating her services with effect from 24-9-1970. That order is 
now challenged by the Union saying that Smt. Madhavi is in good state of 
health and she did not attain the age of superannuation on 24-9-1970 . 

7. Smt. Madhavi, the worker concerned did not at all appear before 
this Court. Her personal appearance would have given an opportunity to 
this court to see Smt. Madhavi in person and understand whether she is by 
appearance in fit state of health and by appearance she has reached the super 
annuation age. Perhaps she is kept away from the witness box as the 
persons supporting her are afraid that if she comes before the Court, the real 
state of affairs will come out. It is seen that the management had as a 
matter of fact given an opportunity to Smt. Madhavi to prove her correct 
age. She was called upon by the management as far back as 2-7-1970 to 
produ e any document showing her correct age . That opportunity was not 
availed of by Smt. Madhavi. The Union has now produced exhibit Wi. 
It is stated to be a certificate given by the Headmaster of Alavil North 
L. P. School, in favour of this Madhavi. The name of the guardian of 
Madhavi shown in exhibit W1 is Bappu . Where it is the parent or guardian 
is not made clear in cxhibit WI. According to the company records the 
father of Madhavi is one Kelan . That can be seen from cxhibit M11 
where Madhavi is serial No. 14, and her father s name is Kelan . Exhibit 
M 12 is the leave book krpt in the company. There Madhavi s Serial No. 
is 162. There also lier father s name is Kelan , Therefore, how in exhibit W1 


the guardian or parent of .Madhavi is mentioned as Bappu has to be 
explained by Madhavior by the person who issued that certificate . Both 
does not come before the Court and give evidence. The Secretary of the 
Union is examined as WW1. In cross- examination he stated at first that the 
father of Smt. Madhavi is Kelan. He stated in cross-examination that he 
is prepared to examine witnesses who will show that exhibit Wi is regarding 
Madhavi. No such witnesses including Madhavi herself was examined . 
Then towards the end of cross-examination he stated that the name 
of the father of Madhavi is Bappu . He further stated that he stated 
in the beginning that Madhavi s father was Kelan only by a mistake. I need 
not say that when he realises the difficulty in accepting Exhibit WI. in view 
of the name of the parent or guardin written there he is giving a twist and 
saying that he made a mistake as regards the name of father of Madhavi in 
the beginning of cross-examination . The only persons who could have 
resolved doubts as regards Ex W1 is Madhavi or the Headmaster of Alavil 
North L. P. Schoolwho issued the certificate. Probably the headmaster 
cannot speak about it because it is regarding the studentwho was admitted 
in the School years ago . The Present Headmaster cannot say anything 
about this . But Aladhavi or her people could have explained it. They are 
kept away from the witness box . 

8 . There is yet another thing. When the management issued exhibit 
M2 notice , Smt. Madhavi could have easily produced exhibit W1 to show 
her date of birth . That was not done. Therefore it can be easily see that 
exhibit W1is relied upon only as an afterthought. 

9 . To the exhibit M3, a reply was sent by Smt. Madhavi. That is 
produced by the management and it is in records. It is exhibit M6 marked 
in this case . There Smt. Madhavi says that she is got 8 more years of 
service on the date of the letter viz., 26-8-1970. If that is so she will be just 
32 at that time. If Exhibit W1 certificate given by the School is taken into 
consideration , Madhavi s date of birth will be 1917. If that is correct in 
1970 she will be 53 years. Therefore, she was never having a consistant 
case as regards her date of birth at any time he must further remember that 
in the written statement filed the Union has stated that she was not been 
50 years old when her services were teminated in 1970. In exhibit M8, 
themanagement had cleary stated that by a very look at Madhavi anybody 
will be convinced that she is not fit for work as she is far above superannua 
tion age and her health is not at all satisfactory: What is stated in exhibit 
M8 is as follows :

10. The above fact is now also made clear by the fact that 
Smt. Madhavi keeps away from the witness box even now as perhaps she 
is afraid that the correct position will come out if she enters the witness box 
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her age . 


11. According to the Kerala Industrial Employees Payment of Gra 
tuity Rules, 1970 , it is for the employee to prove the exact date of birth . 
The employee can , if the date of birth is not known , get the services of the 
Company s Medical Officer for that purpose. If no such Medical Officer is 
available as in the instant case, the employee can approach a Medical 
Officer of her own choice and prove the date of birth . That was not done 
here by the worker . She put up three inconsistent cases here as regard 

In the written statement filed before the court, the Union 
stated that she had not even attained the age of 50 at the time of the 
termination of the services. In exhibit M6, she had stated on 26-8-1970 
she had about 8 more years services which would mean that she was about 
52 years at the time of exhibit M6. She now wants to say that exhibit wi 
is regarding her age and ifW1is followed her age at the time of termination 
of the services will be 53. In such a case it is for the worker to show what 
is her correct age at a particular time. Hence the managementwas perfectly 
correct in issuing the order terminating Smt. Madhavi s services by 
24-9-1970 . Hence Smt. K. Madhavi is not entitled to any relief. The 
management s action is correct and is sustained . 

12. This award will come into force 30 days after publication of the 
same in the official gazette . ,

AWARD 
This is a complaint under Sec. 33A of the Industrial Dispuies Act, 1947 
Aled by the aforesaid complainant against the opposite party, in the matter 
of Industrial Disputes No. 33 of 1974. 

2. The contentions of the complainant are as follows: 

" The Opposite Party has been guilty of a contraventior of the provisions 
of Sec. 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 as shown below : 

The Complainant, who was the Watchman of the Opposite Party at its 
Copra Depot at Alleppey was served with a letter dated 25th July 1974 by 
the Opposite Party, informing him that his services are terminated under 
the Management. This was during the pendency of I. D. No. 33 of 1974 
between the Commercial Employees Union , I.N.T.U.C. , Alleppey and 
the concerned Management. The Complainant is a person directly connec 
ted with the issues referred for adjudication in the said dispute . The Oppo 
site Party has absolutely no right to change the conditions of service of the 
Complainant during the pendency of the dispute under reference. The 
termination of service has caused great prejudice to the Complainantand the 
Opposite Party has violated the provisions o the Industrial Disputes Act to 
the detriment of the Complainant." 

The Complainant concluded with a prayer that an award may be passed 
upholding his contentions. 

3. Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and the Opposite Party 
submitted their Vakalath and written objections. In the written objections 
it is contended by the Opposite Party Management as follows : 

" The complaint is not maintainable. The Management has not contra 
vened or violated the provisions of Sec. 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act in 
any respect. The Complainant Shri K. M. Kassimkhan was & Watchman 
of the kannitta (copra purchase depot) of the Company at Alleppey, He has 
voluntarily left the service of the Kannitta for reasons of health and old age 
and thereby ceased to be an employee ofthe Kannitta. By his letters dated 
2nd April 1974 and 18th April 1974 he has requested the Management to 
grant retirement benefits due to him . By his letter dated 22nd August 1974 
he confirmed his retirement and voluntarily leaving the service, received the 
provident fund amount of Rs. 2613.38 due to him . His voluntary retirc 
ment from service can never be considered as contravention of the provisions 
of Sec. 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. All the averments of the Com 
plainant in para i 3 to 6 of the complaint are denied . The Complainant 
is not directly connected with the issues pending adjudication in Industrial 
Dispute No. 33 of 1974 before this Tribunal. The Management has not in 
any manner changed the conditions of service applicable to him during the 
pendency of the said dispute. Iaving voluntarily left the service , the 
question of Management terminating his services and causing 
prejudice to him does not arise . The Management has also not done 
anything to cause any prejudice to the Complainant. The Management has 
not violated any provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act. Since there is no 
merit or substance in the complaint, it may be dismissed with costs." 


The Management concluded with a prayer that an award may be passed 
dismissing the complaint. 

4. When the case cameup for evidence the parties submitted that 
there was a talk of compromise, but the compromise tolk did not materialise. 
In the meanwhile the gratuity amount as admitted by the Management was 
paid to the workman by the Management and the Complainant workman 
has accepted the same without prejudice to his case. Thereafter the Com 
plainant was examined as wwi and Exts. W1 to W4 and Mi to M4were 
marked. The Management examined Mwland closed their evidence also . 
The matter was then heard finally . 

5. WW1 is Shri Kassim Khan himself. He has deposed as follows : 

Chief : I was the Watchman of the Alleppey Branch of the Tata Oil 
Mills Depot from 1950 upto 23rd April 1974. " Thereafter I became ill and 
went to the E. S. I. Hospital. The Doctor there examined me and declared 
that I am suffering from T. B. and that I have lost my eye sight partially . 
Therefore he has directed me that I should be under treatment for a pretty 
long time. Therefore, I submitted a petition to the Company on 2nd April 
1974. Since I was not getting any reply from the Company, on 23rd April 
I submitted another petition . In the resignation letter submitted by me 
during April I have requested the Management that my son -in -law may be 
appointed in my place in the Company. This letter was filed by me on my 
own accord . Yet before filing this letter I have discussed the matter with 
the Depot Manager , who has advised me to file such a letter. Although I 
have filed petitions twice before the Management, I was not given any reply . 
I have given all my petitions to the Company through the Officer in -charge 
of the Depot. On 16-7-1974 when all my illness was cured , I have submitted 
a letter to the Company stating that I have withdrawn my resignation . The 
copy of the same is marked as Ext, WI. After receiving my withd awal 
letter the Company Manager has given me a letter accepting my previous 
res gnation . That letter ismarked as Ext. W2. After receiving Ext. 12, I 
have sent another letter to the Management through the Union , stating that 
I have submiticd my resignation only because I was ill at that time. The 
copy of the said letter is marked as Ext. W3. As a reply to Ext.W3 I have 
obtained a letter from the Company on 19-8-1974 which is marked as Ext. 
W4. During that correspondence an Industrial dispute was pending before 
this Tribunal. One of the issues in the pending industrial dispute is that the 
Watchman of the Alleppey Depot should be given an equivalent remuneration 
as that of the Watcher at Tatapuram , Cochin . 

Cross : Now I am 70 years old . You have filed the resignation letter 
because of your lack of health and old age, is it not ? Since I was suffering 
from partial loss of sight and since there was some clerical work at the gate 
and also watching the yard at night, I have approached the Depot Officer 
and to d him that I am ready to go out of service prov ded somebody f.om 
my family is appointed in tle place and submitted a petition to that effect. 
The petition is now shown to me and is marked as Ext. M1. I have asked for 
a job for my son - in -law and sent a letter to the General Manager, which is 


now produced and marked as Exı. M2. Was your resignation accepted by 
the Management ? (A ) I was not informed that they have accepted my 
resignation . I have received the P F. balance amount of Rs. 2613.38 from 
the Company. I have submitted a leiter to the Management to that effect. 
The letter is marked as Ext. M3. The receipt executed by me is marked as 
Ext. M4. As per the instruction of the court I have received the gratuity 
amount from the Management without prejudice to my case . 

6 . MWI is Shri K. C. Jacob , Personnel Officer , Tata Oil Mills Co. 
Ltd., Tatapuram . Hehas deposed as follows: 

Chief : - I know Shri Kassim Khan , the Complainant in this case . We 
have not retrenched h m from service but he has voluntarily resigned from 
the service due to old age and unhealth . He was paid P. F. and gratuity. 
The receipt executed by him for his gratuity is marked as Ext. M5. . In 
Ext. M5 the President of the Union Mr. K. C. Eapen has also put his 
signature as a witness . 

Cross:-Gratuity was received by me after instructions from the Court. 
When was the resignation given first ? (A ) If I remember correct, it is 
during 1974 April. No letter was sent to Shri Kassim Khan from Tata 
puram stating that his resignat on is accepted. I do not know whether he 
was informed from Alleppey Depot. The resignation letter was sent through 
the Depot Officer - in -charge. Ext. M2 resignation letter was submitted 
because of the assurance given by the Depot Officer in -charge to the 
Complainant that his son -in -law will be appointed in his place, What have 
you to say ? ( A ) No. Kassim Khan has withdrawn his resignation on 
16-7-1974 . The date of Ext. M3 is 28-8-1974 . The issue No. 2 in I.D. 
33/74 is relating to Watchmen . 

7. On a careful perusal of the contentions of both the parties and an 
anxious consideration of the oral and documentary evidence adduced by 
them respectively , I am constrained to hold as follows: 

Admittedly Shri Kassim Khan , the Complainant has submitted a letter 
to the Management on 2nd April 1974 in which he has requested the 
Management that he may be granted retirement benefits as he is physically 
unahle to do any wo k and eak out an income for himself and his family . 
In the said ett r he has indisputably admitted that he has lost his eye sight 
as a result of continuous night vigil and he was under medical treatment at 
the Medical College Hospital for surgical operation in due course . Further, 
he has pointed out that he was recently attacked by asthmatic troubles and 
he was undergoing treatment in the E. S. 1. hospital at beach Alleppey 
On the same day , i. e., 2nd April 1974 he has submitted a further letter to 
the General Marager in which he has unambiguously affirmed that he has 
became physically d s bled owing to asthma and cataract in the eyes and 
s he is ur ab e to continue his work as night Watchman at the Depot. He 
has added that his son -in -law who is quite young and healthy may be 
appointed in his place so that his family will be saved from complete loss of 
income. These two letters ere produced by the Management and marked 
as Ext. Mi and M2. The Complainant has indisputably admitted the 
authenticity of these two letters. 
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8. On a meticulous scrutiny of Exts. Mland M2 any reasonable 
person can come to the only conclusion that Ext. Mi letter praying for 
retirement benefits was sent by the Complainant voluntarily since he was 
suffering from cataract of the eyes as well from asthmatic complaints. 
It has also to be borne in mind that the Complainant is admittedly 70 years 
of age . Ext. M2 is a letter which is sent by the Complainant on the very 
same day, viz., 2-4-1974. Ext. M2 letter would prove that Ext. MI was 
sent by the Complainant fully conscious of the result of such a letter and in 
anticipation of the retirement benefits which may be paid to him by the 
Management in lump, and also praying that his son -in - law who is quite 
young and healthy may be appointed in his place, so that his family will 
be saved from complete loss of income. Thus taking these two letters 
jpintly or severally any reasonable person can come to the only conclusion , 
that these two letters were written neither unconsciously nor unwittingly by 
the Complainant. 

9. The next letter that has to be considered by me is the letter dated 
16-7-1974 , the copy of which is marked as Ext. Wi. In this letter the 
Complainant is referring to his previous letters dated 3-3-1974 and 18-4-1974 . 
The copies of these two letters are not produced before court. Therefore 
this court is unaware of the contents of those two letters. In Ext. W1 
letter the Complainant has stated that since he was undergoing treatment 
for his disease he has improved much and after somemore days he can 
recoupe his health and will be in a position to attend to his work, so that 
his intention to terminate from service has been cancelled . At the fag end 
of Ext. Wi letter he has stated that he is withdrawing his letters dated 
3-3-1974 , and 18-4-1974 , meaning that he is withdrawing his offer of 
retirement or his resignation whatever it is. As a reply to Ext. Wi letter 
the Management has written to the Complainant on 25-7-1974 , in which 
they have unambiguously asserted that he has ceased to be an employee of 
the Kannitta by his letter dated 2nd April 1974 itself, since he has stated 
therein that he is leaving the service voluntarily for reasons of health and 
old age. The Management has also pointed out that by a letter dated 18th 
April 1974 sent by the Complainant, the Complainant has confirmed that 
he has left the service voluntarily and therefore he is no longer an employee 
of the Kannitta . They have also pointed out that on his leaving the 
service they had arranged with the Copra Purchase Depot at Alleppey to 
pay his retirement benefits which he may collect from the office. It was 
also added by the Management in Ext. W2 that he has ceased to be an 
employee of the Kannitta before he has written Ext. Wi letter and so they 
are not in a position to entertain his present request. 

10. The next letter is Ext. W3 which is dated 5-8-1974. Ext. W3 is 
the true copy of the letter sent by the Complainant to Shri N. R. Sankar , 
General Manager of M /s. Tata Oil Mills Co. Ltd. In Ext. W3 the 
Complainant has written that he was forced to submit the letter of resigna 
tion on 2-4-1974 and 18-4-1974 due to accute illness and mental unrest and 
since he is recouping from his illness he has submitted his withdrawal letter. 
He has also added that only from Ext. W2 letter he has come to understand 
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that his resignation was accepted by the Management and also that the 
Managernent has arranged for payment of his gratuity. In Ext. W3 he has 
added further that it is unfair to accept his resignation and compel him to 
reilre from service, when the scale of pay and all other benefits due to him 
is referred for adjudication . As a reply to Ext. W3 letter dated 5-8-1974 
the Management has sent a letter dated 19th August 1974 ( Ext. W4) in 
which they have repudiat d the contentions of the Complainant in Ext. W3 
that at the time of his resignation he was suffering from disease and mental 
unrest" . They have asserted in all force that they cannot reconsider his 
case and the termination of his service on the basis of his resignation is 
final. 

11. After Ext. W4 letter dated 19th August 1974, the Complainant 
has sent a letter on 22-8-1974 , which is more or less a receipt for the amount 
of Rs. 2613 33 received by him in lieu of his provident funds from the 
Company. The said letter is marked as Ext. M3. Ext. M3 letter is attested 
by two witnesses over and above the signature of the Complainant himself. 
In Ext. M3 the Complainant has unambiguously affirmed that since his 
resignation was accepted ly the Management on 23rd May 1974 the balance 
of his provident funds, i. e., Rs. 2613.38 was accepted by him from the 
Management by a cheque No. oC /25 106716 in full and final settlement of 
bis provident funds. 

12. Taking the correspondence as a whole, the last letter sent by the 
Complainant to the Management ie; Ext. M3 dated 22-8-1974 is to be 
considered as most important. In Ext. M3 the Complainant has indisputa 
bly admitted that his resignation was accepted by the Management as far 
back as 23-5-1974 . Exts. Wi and W3 were written by the Complainant 
on 16-7-1974 and 5-8-1974 respectively, which are definitely after the 
date of acceptance of the resignation of the Complainant viz ., 23-5-1974 . 
Therefore, any reasonable person can come to the only conclusion that the 
Complainant was blowing hot and cold in o der to suit his convenience, 
regarding his letter ofresignation sent by him , and withdrawal of the same 
etc., and thereafter declaring himself that he was aware that the Manage 
ment has accepted his resignation even as far back as 23-5-1974 . By any 
stretch of imagination I cannot come to the conclusion that the Complainant 
is setting up a genuine and a true case . In fact the contentions of the 
Complainant have no bonafides. 

13. A 33A complaint can be filed only if there is a contravention of 
the provisions of Sec. 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act by the Opposite 
Party . In the instant case there is no contravention of the provisions of 
Scc. 33 by the Opposite Party, since they have not terminated the service 
of the Complainant or caused any change to the conditions of service of the 
Complainant during the pendency of the main diepute I. D. 33 of 1974 . 
Even if the Complainant is involved in I. D. 33 of 1974 , since no change 
in the conditions of service of the Complainant was caused by the Manage : 
ment, it cannot be said that the Management Opposite Party, has violated 
the provisions of Scc . 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act. The change of 
conditions of service, viz ., the termination of service was caused by the 
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Complainant himself by the submission of his resignation letter dated 
2-4-1974 (Ext. MI) and the confirmation of the same on the same date by 
sending Ext. M2 letter. For this action of the Complainant it is quite 
unjust on the part of any reasonable person to penalise the Management. 

14. Thus taking all the facts and circumstances of the case into 
consideration I hold that it will be a travesty of justice on my part to accept 
the contentions of the Complainant and so 1 hereby dismiss the complaint 
as it is neither maintainable in law nor on facts. 

15. I pass my award accordingly and this award shall come into foroe 
on the expiry of thirty days from the date of its publication in the Govern 
ment Gazette.

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AWARD 


Denial of the employment of Sri K. Lakshmanan , cleaner with effect 
from 18-11-1974 is the issue referred to this Tribunal for adjudication by 
Government of Kerala as per order No. G. O. RT . 1195 /75 / LBR dated 
21-10-1975. In response to the notice issued the parties appeared. 

2. In the statement filed by the union they say that this worker was 
appointed as a cleaner in Bus No. KLC 5888 owned by Sri K. Sivanandan , 
hereinafter referred to as the management, and the worker when asked for 
confirmation on 18-11-1974 was denied employment and a new cleaner was 
appointed in his position . This was placed before the union and in the 
conciliation convened the management did not participate. In the further 
conciliations also he did not participate and hence this reference . The 
management has afterwards transferred this bus to a person on a Binami 
basis, just to deny the worker all the benefits entitled to him . He wants 
reinstatement in the establishment owned by this management or in the bus 
operated by him now in the name of another person . 

3. In the reply statement filed by the management he says that the 
matter has been already settled and there is an agreement produced in this 
court to prove this. He has been paid his compensation also . So this 
dispute is not maintainable and is infructuous. 

4. There is the evidence ofWWI the concerned worker. He says that 
after working for 24 years he was denied employment on 18-11-1974 . One 
Ravindran was appointed in his place. After this he gave the bus to 
another person and he employed him . It is only a binami transaction . He 
wants employment in the same bus. He admits that he received benefits 
from the subsequent owner for the period for which he was under service of 
the subsequent employer. 

5. There is no evidence on behalf of the management. The worker 
admits that he has signed Ext. MIreceipt. The worker s definite case is 
that he has not received the compensation for the period for which he 
worked under the previous owner , ie. the management involved in this dis 
pute. Mr. Sivanandan has also not cared to speak about this aspect in this 
Court. Ext. Mi clearly shows that the bus is not being operated by 
Si K. Sivanandan . 

6. It is admitted that he has received benefits from the subsequent 
owner. Now he claims benefits for the period for which he worked under 
Sivanandan . This is not disputea by Sri Sivanandan . The averment that 
this is only a binami transaction is not established and it cannot stand since 
he has accepted benefits from the subsequent owner. His allegation is that 
he has only worked for 24 years under thismanagement. Since he has not 
got anything towards this he is entitled to get 11 month s wages. This is to 
be calculated at the rate of Rs. 15.40 for two days . 

I pass this award as stated above and this award shall come into forco 
on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette.

Permanent marks should be left in each cross secrion where initial 
levels are taken and care should be taken to prevent dislocation of such 
marks .

In G.O. ( P ) 56 /Fin . dated 21-2-1973 read above it had been ordered 
that the Contractors should deposit the entire , retention money initially in 
recognised banks before the 1st running account bill is passed and paid , and 
that additional retention money on the basis of the revision of the probable 
amount of contract should also be deposited in banks before the 1st bill in 
which such extra claims in exress of the original probable amount of con 
tract is passed and paid . In G. O. ( P ) 381/73 / Fin . dated 17-9-1973 it was 
ordered that the amount formerly ordered to be deposited in recognised 
banks should be deposi ed in Treasury Savings Banks. The Chief Engincer, 
General, Buildings and Roads has reported that the representatives of the 
contracto s Association during their meeting with the Chief Engineers 
explained their difficulties in the above arrangement which results in locking 
up of funds which could be utilised for exccution of works, and requested to 
modify the provision so that only that amount which is recovered as 
retention amount in cach bill need be deposited , and not the entire amount 
in advance as ordered in G.O.(P ) 56 /73/Fin . dated 21-2-1973. The Chief

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Engineers are of the view that depositing of entire amount of retention 
money in advance is unnecessary and therefore they recommended the 
request of the Contractors . 

2 . In the circumstances Government are pleased to order that instead 
ofrecovering the entire amount towards retention money in advance and 
keeping them under Public Works Deposits, only corresponding amounts 
will be deposited by contractors in Treasury Savings Banks as and when 
payments for works done are made in part bills . 

3. The Chief Engineer will forward draft conditions to be included in 
the agreement to be executed by the contractors to the effect that the 
contractorswould themselves deposit in cash the retention amount only in 
Treasury Savings Banks which will in turn be pledged to Government and 
which will be released only after the due fulfilment of the Contract .

Act 
further to amend the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955) 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 


1. Short title . - This Act may be called the Essential Commodities 
( Amendment) Act, 1976 . 


2. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Essential Commodities 
Act, 1955 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), before clause (al, 
the following clause shall be inserted , namely : 

(ia ) " Collector" includes an Additional Collector and such other 
officer, not below the rank of Subdivisional Officer, as may be autho.. 
rised by the Collector 10 perform the functions and exercise the powers 

of the Collector under this Act ; .

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3 . Amendment of section 3. - In section 3 of the principal Act, 
(a ) in subsection (2 ), 

(i) for clause (f ), the following clause shall be substituted , 
namely 

(f) for requiring any person holding in stock, or engaged 
in the production , or in the business of buying or selling , of 
any essential commodity, - 

(a ) to sell the whole or a specified part of the quantity 
held stock or produced or received by him , or 1 

(b ) in the case of any such commodity which is likely 
to be produced or received by him , to sell the whole or å 
specified part of such commodity when produced or 

received by him , 
to the Central Government or a State Government or to an 
officer or agent of such Government or to a Corporation owned 
or controlled by such Government or to such other person or 
class of persons and in such circumstances as may be specified 
in the order . 

Explanation 1. - An order made under this clause in relation

Explanation 2. - For the purpose of this clause, " produce 
tion " with its grammatical variations and cognate expressions 
includes manufacture of edible oils and sugar ; ; 

(ii) in clause (j), for sub -clause (iii), the following sub- clause 
shall be substituted , namely : 

" (iii) of any books of accounts and documents which in 
the opinion of such person , may be useful for, or relevant to , 
any proceeding under this Act and the person from whose 
custody such books of accounts or ducuments are seized shall 
be entitled to make copies thereof or to take extracts therefrom 
in the presence of an officer having the custody of such books 

of accounts or documents." ; 
(b ) for subsection (3B ), the following subsection shall be substi 
tuted , namely : 

" (3B ) Where any person is required , by an order made with 
reference to clause (f ) of subsection (2), to sell to the Central 
Government or a State Government or to an officer or agent of 
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Buch Government or to a Corporation owned or controlled by such 
Government, any grade or variety of foodgrains, edible oilseeds 
or edible oils in relation to which no notification has been issued 
under subsection (3A ), or such notification having been issued , 
has ceased to be in force, there shall be paid to the persons con 
cerned , notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in 
subsection ( 3), an amount equal to the procurement price of such 
foodgrains, cdible oilseeds or edible oils , as the case may be speci 
fied by the State Government, with the previous approval of the 
Central Government having regard to 

(a) the controlled price, if any, fixed under this section 
or by or under any other law for the time being in force for 
such grade or variety of foodgrains, edible oilseeds or edible 
oils; 

(b ) the general crop prospects; 

(c) the need formaking such grade or variety of food 
grains , edible oilseeds or edible oil available at reasonable 
prices to the consumers, particularly the vulnerable sections of 
the consumers ; and 

(d ) the recommendations if any, of the Agricultural Prices 
Commission with regard to the price of the concerned grade 

or variety of foodgrains, edible oilseeds or edible oils." . 
4. Amendment of section 6A . - Section 6A of the principal Act shall be 
renumbered as subsection (1) thereof and 

(a ) in sub section ( 1) , as so renumbered , - 

(i) for the words " it may be produced , without any 
unreasonable delay , before " , the words " a report of such seizure 
sball, without unreasonable delay, bemade to" shall be substituted , 
and for the words " if satisfied " , the words " may, if he thinks it 
expedient so to do , direct the essential commodity so seized to be 
produced for inspection before him , and if he is satisfied ” shall be 
substituted ; 

( ii) after the proviso , the following proviso shall be inserted , 
namely : 

“ Provided further that in the case of any animal, vehicle, 
vessel or other conveyance used for the carriage of goods or 
passengers for hire, the owner of such animal, vehicle , vessel 
or other conveyance shall be given an option to pay , in lieu 
of its confiscation , a fine not exceeding the market price at the 
date of seizure of the essential commodity sought to be carried 

by such animal, vehicle, vessel or other conveyance." ; 
(D ) after sub section (1) as so renumbered, the following sub 
sections shall be inserted , namely : 

" ( 2) Where the Collector, on receiving a report of seizure 
or on inspection of any essential commodity under subsection (1 ), 


is of the opinion that the essential commodity is subject to speedy 
and natural decay or it is otherwise expedient in the public interest 
so to do, he may 

(i) order the same to be sold at the controlled price , if any, 
fixed for such essential commodity under this Act or under any 
other law for the time being in force ; or 

(ii) where no such price is fixed , order the same to be sold 
by public auction : 

Provided that in case of foodgrains, the Collector may, for 
its equitable distribution and availability at fair prices, order the 
same to be sold through fair price shops at the price fixed by the 
CentralGovernment or by the State Government, as the case may 
be , for the retail sale of such foodgrains to the public. 

( 3) Where any essential commodity is sold , as aforesaid, the 
sale proceeds thereof, after deduction of the expenses of any such 
sale or auction or other incidental expenses relating thereto , shall 

(a ) where no order of confiscation is ultimately passed 
by the Collector , 

(b ) where an order passed on appeal under sub 
section (1) of section 6C so requires, or 

( c) where in a prosecution instituted for the contravention 
of the order in respect of which an order of confiscation has 

been made under this section , the person concerned is acquitted , 
be paid to the owner thereof or the person from whom it is scized . . 
5. Amendment of section 6B. - In section 6B of the priocipal Act, after 
sub section (2), the following sub section shall be inserted , namely : 

" (3 ) No order confiscating any essential commodity, package, 
covering, receptacle , animal, vehicle, vessel or other conveyance 
shall be invalid merely by reason of any defect or irregularity in the

(b ) every payment, or offer of payme: t, of price of such food 
grains, edible oilseeds or edible oils made before the commencement of 
this Act, shall be deemed to have been made in accordance with law , if 

(i) the price so paid , or offered to be paid , had been fixed 
1:aving regard to the factors specified in subsection (3B ) of 
section 3. of the principal Act as substituted by this Act; and 

(ii) in the case of payment, or offer of payment, by a State 
Government, such payment or offer of payment had been made 

after consultation with the Central Government : 
Provided that notwithstanding the retrospective operation of this section , 
no contravention of, or failure to comply with , any provisions of the Esse 
ntial Commodities Act, 1955 , (10 of 19551as amended by this Act, shall render 
any person guilty of any offence punishable under the Essential Commodities 
Act, 1955, if such contravention failure had occurred before the 
commencement of this Act.

Consultation with the Public Service Commission has been dispensed 
with for the ap: ointment of the defence personnel disabled in action and the 
dependents of defence personnel killed in action during the Chinese Aggres 
sion , 1962 and the Indo - Pak Conflicts, 1965 and 1971 in State Government 
service. There are certain other categories of personnel/their dependents 
also who are considered eligible for the concession of employment in Govern 
ment service.

ORDER E. 2026/76 dated 20-10-1976 
The Board was satisfied that in the interests of the institution , Sree 
Seetharamaswami Devaswom , a scheme of administration be settled and 
proposed a draft scheme, which was published in the Gazette dated 28-9-1976 . 
An interim Board of Trustees was appointed pending settlement of the scheme 
as per proceedings read as Ist paper above . 

G. 104/L . 
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2. Objections if any were directed to be filed by notice dated 13-8-1976 
within 30th September 1976 or within two weeks of the date of the Gazette 
in which the draft scheme was published . It was also notified that the 
objectionswould be considered by the Board on 12-10-1976 or any subsequent 
date notified in the notice board in the office of the Cochin Devaswom Board . 
Consideration of the objections was posted to 19-10-1976 and accordingly 
notice of the adjourned date was published in the notice board . 

3. Sri T. A. Ramachandran had sent a notice dated 9-8-1976 through 
his advocate after the appointment of interim Board of Trustees. A reply 
dated 24-9-1976 was sent to the advocate on behalf of the Board . 

4. Sri T. S. Ramachandran sent a registered letter dated 9-10-1976 
which was received on 11-10-1976 . He had asked for one months time 
and also for a copy of the draft scheme which had already been published in 
the Gazette dated 28-9-1976 . 

5 . The interim Board of Trustees, on 15-9-1976 sent a revised draft of 
the proposed scheme incorporating their suggestions. On 11-10-1976 the 
interim Board of Trustees suggested a few more modifications to the draft 
scheme. 

Sri T. S. Ramakrishnan sent a letter on 15-9-1976 approving the 
draft scheme, but suggesting a change as regards the place of performance of 
the ulsavom in the new mandapam . 

7. The Ex -Melsanthy of the temple Sri. T. N. Subramania Vadhyar 
and one N.Lakshmivaraha Sastri filed objections on 9-10-1976 and 11-10-1976 
respectively. There was a joint representation dated 10-10-1976 by 23 persons 
including the Ex-Melsanthy Sri T. N. Subramania Vadhyar and Sri N. 
Lakshmivaraha Sastri . 

8. Notices were also issued to the concerned persons about the date of 
consideration of the objections on the draft scheme fixed for 19-10-1976 . 

9 . The President of the Pushpagiri Brahmana Samooham informed 
the Board that the Secretary of the Samooham will be deputed to explain the 
viewsof the Samooham as he was unwell. The Secretary did not appear, 
but one Sri P. V. Sivaramakrishna Iyer on behalf of the Secretary sent a 
letter asking for an adjournment by one month as the Secretary had to go to 
Vellore urgently since his son was unwell . 

10 . Sri T. V. Sivaramakrishna Iyer, the 1st signatory in the joint repres 
sentation sent a letter that the Board may consider their memorandum and if 
any clarification was required , they will be happy to do the needful on 
hearing from the Board. 

11. Sri T.N. Subramania Vadhyar, the Ex -Melsanthy Sri N. Lakshmi 
varaha Sastri and T. S. Ramachandran appeared before the Board on 
19-10-1976 and they were heard . The statements of Sri Lakshmivaraha 
Sastri and the Ex -Melsanthy Subramania Vadhyar were taken . The 
Ex-Melsanthy said that he had nothing to say on the draft scheme and that 
he signed the joint representation only because some persons had already 
signed there . 
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12. Sri Sastri had come to the village only about 7 years ago. Hismain 
objection was for the use of the expression Udayasthamana pooja Trust 
deed and the provision relating to nomination by the said Trustees only from 
the devotees as defined in the deed . 

13. Sri. T. S. Ramachandran said that he was not given a copy of the 
scheme, that he had asked for further time and that he will file a suit if the 
scheme is finalised without granting his said requests. 

14. The request for time on behalf of the Secretary, Pushpagiri 
Brahmana Samooham and by Sri T. S. Ramachandran appears to be only 
to delay matters and hence disallowed . Notice was given to Sri T. S. 
Ramachandran in August 1976. His registered letter is dated 9-10-1976 , 
after the publication of the draft scheme in the Gazette . It was actually 
received in the Board office on 11-10-1976 on the eve of the date fixed to 
receive objections. If he was earnest and really wanted to raise material 
objections or offer suggestions he could have asked for a copy of the draft 
scheme earlier and submitted the same in time. 

15. The words Udayasthamana pooja do not occur in the Trust deed 
document No. 52 of 1972. However in view the suggestion of Sri Sastri, 
the words Udayasthamana is substituted by the word nithia wherever it 
occurs in the proposed scheme. 

.16 . As per the Trust deed a devotee who contributes the required 
amount really provides for one day s pooja for all time to comewhich is more 
important than a worshipper offering a vazhivadu off and on . It is felt proper 
that nithia pooja trustees nominee from among such devotees should be in 
the committee. 

17. The suggestions of Sri T. S. Ramakrishnan is incorporated by 
substituting the word shall in section 11 (ii) by the word may if the com 
mittee so desires . The revised draft of scheme sent by the Interim Board 
of Trustees contain only certain verbal and consequential changes. Their 
suggestions to add a new clause (viii) in section 11 isto safeguard the interest 
of the institution from incurring additional expenditure. The permission of 
the Board is made a condition precedent. This suggestion is accepted . 

18. There is no substance in the objection raised in the joint represen 
tation regarding themember and the term . The founder himself had an idea 
to frame a scheme but did not live for many years after the Trust deed and 
probably that is why he did not himself frame the scheme. It is seen f.om 
the file that the families of the two nephews of the founder late T. S. 
Balarama Iyer and late T. S. Kalyanarama Iyer have been doing a lot for 
the institution and it is only proper to give the families representation in the 
committec. 

19. The draft scheine with the modifications as stated above is 
approved . Accordingly the scheme of administration of the Pushpag.ri Sree 
Seetharamaswami Devaswom is settled . 

20. This order will be published in the Gazette along with the scheme 
as settled hereby 
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Scheme of Administration of the Pushpagiri 

Sree Seetharamaswamy Devaswom 
1. Preliminary.- (i) This schememay be called the Pushpagiri Sree 
Seetharamaswamy Devaswom Administration Scheme. 

( ii) It shall come into force on such date as the Cochin Devaswom 
Board by order specifies. 

2. Definitions. In this Scheme unless there is any thing repugnant 
in the subject or context : 

(i) “ Act” shall mean the Travancore- Cochin Hindu Religious Insti 
tutions Act, Act XV of 1950 ; 

(ii) Board" shall mean the Cochin Devaswom Board ; 

(iii) " Chairman ” shall mean the Chairman of the Committee elected 
under section 12 ; 

(iv ). " Committee" shall mean the Managing Committee constituted 
under section 3; 

(v ). " Devaswom " shall include the Pushpagiri Sree Seetharama 
swamy Temple ; 

(vi) " Executive Trustee" shall mean the Executive Trustee elected 
as such by the Committee under section 12; 

(vii) " Founder" shall mean the Founder of the Trust, namely, the 
late Sri. T. R.Ramachandra Iyer; 

(viii) " Hereditary Trustee" shall mean the eldest in age among the 
male lineal descendants in the male line of the Founder who is willing to 
serve in the Committee; 

( ix ) " Samooham " shall mean the Pushpagiri Brahmana Samooham 
registered under the Act for the Registration of the Literary , Scientific and 
Charitable Societies in Cochin (Cochin Act 11 of 1088) ; 

(x) " Scheme" shall mean the Pushpagiri Sree Seetharamaswamy 
Devaswom Administration Schemesettled by the Board as per section 93 of 
the Act ; 

(xi) . " Siva Temple ” shall mean the Kavathiat Siva Temple situate 
to the north of the Temple ; 

(xii) “ Temple" shall mean the Pushpagiri Sree Seetharamaswamy 
Temple ; 

(xiii) " Trust Deed " shall mean the Trust Deed dated 24th Mithu 
nam 1106 , document number 3390 of 1109 of the Trichur District Registrar s 
Office, Executed by the Founder ; 

(xiv) " Trustees” shall mean the Trustees constituting the Managing 
Committee , and 

(xv ) " Nithya Pooja Trust Décd ” shall mean the deed of endowment 
registered as document number 52 of 1972 of the Trichur Sub -Registrar s 
Office. 
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3. Constitution of the Managing Committee. The administration and 
management of the Devaswom shall subject to section 14 , est in a 
Committee consisting of : 

(i) The Hereditary Trustee ; 

( ii) The seniormost in age among thewilling male lineal descendants 
in the male line of the late Sri. T. S.Balarama Iyer , a nephew of the Founder 
and referred to in the Trust Deed ; 

(iii ) The seniormost in age among the willing male lineal descend 
ants in the male line of the late Sri. T. S. Kalyanarama Iyer, a nephew of the 
Founder and referred to in the Trust Deed ; 

- (iv ) The next willing seniormost in rank to the Hereditary Trustee 
in the male line of the Founder ; 

(v) The President or if he is otherwise a member of the Committee, 
the Vice -President or if both are otherwise members of the Committee the 
Secretary of the Samooham ; if willing and , 

(vi) A " Devotee" as defined in Clause 9 of the Nithya Pooja Trust 
Deed, if duly nominated as per section 6 . 

4. Residential Qualification. All the Trustees except the Hereditary 
Trustee shall be permanent residents within the Municipal limits of Trichur. 

5. Disqualifications. No person shall be eligible to be a Trustee if 
such person 

(i) is a minor ; 
(ii) does not profess the Hindu Religion ; 
(iii) is of unsound mind ; 
(iv ) is an undischarged insolvent ; 
(v ) has been convicted of an offence involving moral turpitude; 
(vi) is an employee of the Devaswom ; or 

( vii ) has interests adverse to the Devaswom or the Trust constituted 
as per the Trust Deed . 

6. Nomination of one of the Trustees. (i) The Trustee mentioned in 
Section 3 (vi) shall be nominated from time to time from among the 
“ Devotees" by the Majority of the “ Trustees" within the meaning of clauses 
9 and 8 respectively , of the Nithia Pooja Trust Deed . 
Explanation : - The Trustees of the Nithya Pooja Trust are also devotees 

eligible to be nominated as a Trustee. 
(ii) A person nominated as Trustee under subsection (i) shall be 
eligible to be renominated, on the expiry of his term of office. 

7. Term.- (i) The Trustees other than those mentioned in Secti 
(v ) & (vi) shall hold office for life. 

(ii) The Trustees mentioned in section 3 (v ) shall be exofficio and 
hold office only so long as he holds the office of the President, Vice- President 
or Secretary as the case may be, of the Samooham . 
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( iii) The Trustee mentioned in section 3 ( vi) shall hold office for a 
period of three years from the date of nomination , provided that, notwith 
standing the expiry of his term of office, he shall continue in office until the 
vacancy caused by such expiry of term is filled up . 

8. Supervening Disqualification.- (i) If any of the Trustees, is or 
becomes subject to any of the disqualifications stated in section 5 or if any of 
the Trustees other than the Hereditary Trustees ceases to permanently reside 
within the Municipal limits of Trichur , he shall cease to be a trustee and a 
member of the Committee . 

(ii ) If any dispute arises as to the competency of a person to be or to 
continue as a Trustee , the Committee shall refer the dispute to the Board 
whose decision thereon shall be final. 

9. Resignation.- Notwithstanding anything contained in section 7, 
any trustee may resign his office by tendering a letter of resignation to the 
Committee. 

10. Filling up of Vacancy.- (i) Vacancies arising in the Committee 
consequent on the expiration of the term under section 7 or death or under 
Section 8 or under section 9 shall be filled up : 

(a ) In the case of the Trustees mentioned in Section 3. (i), (ii) , 
( iii) and (iv) by the next in the order of seniority in age who is willing to 
serve in the Committee and who is free from the disqualifications mentioned 
in section 5 and except in the case of the Hereditary Trustee, possess the 
requisite residential qualification stated in Section 4 , automatically stepping 
in ; AND 

• (b ) In the case of the Trustee mentioned in section 3 (vi), by 
nomination as stated in section 6 ; 

( ii ) If any dispute arises as to the person who is entitled to step in 
automatically as a Trustee or as to the person who is nominated as Trustee , 
the Committee, shall refer the dispute to the Board whose decision thereon 
shall be final. 

11. Administration . (i) The Committee shall be bound and be 
responsible to administer the affairs of the Devaswom in accordance with the 
provisions of Part II of the T.C.H.R.I.Act, 1950 ( Act XV of 1950 ) the 
objects of the Trust, and as far as possible, complying with the directions in 
the Trust Deed and follow the established usage and custom in the Temple 
and to apply the funds and property of the Devaswom for such purposes 
only . 

(ii) The Brahmotsavam and other functions in the Temple which are 
likely to attract a large number of persons may , if the committee so decides, 
be conducted in the new Utsava Mandapam to the north of the main 
temple buildings, having regard to the fact that the Founder s desire to 
construct such a Mantapain for such purpose has now become a fait accompli 
and in the interests of maintaining the purity , sanctity and serenity of the 
almosphere inside the temple near and around the Moolasthanam . 
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(iii) Any changes in the rituals or conduct of the poojas in the 
temple shall be made in consultation with the learned Vecic Pandits in the 
Pushpagiri Village including the Chief Priest. 

(iv) The Budget of Income and Expenditure for the ensuing year 
shall be prepared and passed by the Committee in the lastmonth of the 
current financial year , Chingam to Karkatakam aid sent to the Board not 
later than the last week of Karkatakam . 

(v) The Income and Expenditure and Profit and Loss account and 
Balance Sheet shall be caused to be prepared and passed by the Committee 
not later than in the third week of the first month of the next financial year 
and submitted to the Board in the last week of Chingam . 

(vi) At every monthly meeting the accounts till the end of the 
previous month should be scrutinised and passed by the Committce. 

(vii) The Committee may constitute sub -committees co -opting also 
non -trustees for assisting in the conduct of festivals or functions in the 
temple , from time to time.. 

(viii) The committee shall not, without previous sanction of the 
Board do anything which may involve additional recurring expenditure 
consequent on installation and consecration of new dieties or introduction of 
daily, weekly, monthly or annual festivals or functions, afresh in the temple. 

12. Chairman of the Committee and Executive Trustce. ) The 
Committee shall elect from among themselves one as the Chairman of the 
Committee and another as the Executive Trustee. 

( ii) The Chairman and the Executive Trustee shall hold office for a 
period of three years from the date of election as such but a Chairman and 
an Executive Trustee elected to fill a causal vacancy shall hold office only 
for the remaining period of such vacancy. 

(iii) The Chairman or Executive Trustee whose term of office has 
expired shall continue as such till the election of the suceceding Chairman 
or Executive Trustee . 

(iv ) A Chairman or Exccutive Trustee whose term of office expires 
by eux of time is eligible to be re-elected as Chairman or Exccutive 
Trustce. 

( v) A chairman or Exccutive Trustee may resign his Oflice by 
sending a letter of resignation to the Committee. 

13. Mcetings.-- (i) The Committee shall mcct as often as is 
necessary for considering matters relating to the management and admini 
stration of the Devaswom and in any event, at lcast once a month . 

(ii) The Executive Trustce shall convene meetings and the 
Chairman , if present or the Trustee specially authorised by the Chairman 
or in the absence of both , the Trustce clected by those present, shall picside 
over the meetings. 
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(iii) No business shall be transacted in the meeting unless at least 
hrce Trusters are present, provided that when there is no quorum present 
for a meeting, it shall stand adjourned to the same day and hour in the next 
week when those present at such adjourned meeting may transact the 
business in the agenda for the original meeting irrespective of the number of 
Trustees present. 

( iv ) In case ofdifference of opinion , the decision on any matter 
before the meeting shall be in accordance with the views of the majority , and 
in case of equal division , the President shall have a second or casting vote . 

(v ) Accurate record of the proceedings of meetings shall be 
maintained and kept in a Minutes Book . 

14. Validity of Proceedings and actions of the Committee.- No act, pro 
ceedings or decision of the Committee shall be deemed to be invalid by 
reason o ! ly of any defect in the constitution of the Committee or of any 
vacancy in the Committee, arising due to any reason or reduction in the 
strength of the Committee consequent on the unwillingness of the Samooham 
respresentative mentioned in section 3 (v ) or of the Trustees mentioned in 
section o ci) to nominate a devotee as per that provision , to serve in the 
Committee. 

15 Decision by Circulation. The Committee may by_circulation 
among all the Trustees residing within the Municipal Limits of Trichur take 
a decision on any matter in accordance with the views of the majority, 
expressed in writing. Decisions thus taken shall be placed at the next 
meeting for the purpose of being read and recorded in the Minutes book 
along with the days proceedings. 

16. Functions of the Executive Trustu. The functions of the Exe 
e Trustee are as follows: 

(i) Routine management and administration of the Devaswom ; 
( ) Implementation of the decisions of the Committee; 
(iii) Maintenance and up keep of the Minutes, Registers, accounts, 
and all the records of the Devaswom ; 
( iv ) Correspondence; 

(v ) Convening ofmeetings of the committee and circulating papers 
amongstmembers of the Committee. 

( vi) Supervision of the conduct of poojas, vazhivadus, festivals and 
everything connected with the temple ; 

( vii ) Supervision and control of the staff including the temple 
Melsanthi, Kizhusanthi, Kazhakam and all others ; 

(viii) Custody of cash , valuables jewels , ornaments, utensils, 
furniture, oter movables and all other property ofthe temple or Devaswom , 
movable or immovables; and 

(i. ) Generally to manage the affairs of the Devaswom and do every 
thing necessary in this behalf . 


17. Appointment of staff und Disciplinary Control.- (i) The necessary 
staff including the Santhies and other temple servants shall be 
appointed by the Committee, from time to time and their remuneration 
and emoluments shall also be fixed by the Committee . 

(ii ) The Executive Trustee shall exercise disciplinary control over the 
staff with power to fine or suspend them . 

(iii) An appeal shall lie to the Committee against the order of the 
Executive Trustec imposing any penalty and the decision of the Committee 
shall be final. 

( iv ) It shall be competent for the Committee to fine, suspend , remove 
or dismiss from service anymember of the staff for adequate reason . 

(v ) Before inflicting any penalty , the employee concerned shall be 
given an opportunity of being heard in accordance with the principles of 
natural justice. 

18. Expenses incurred by Trustees.- The Trustees shall be honorary . 
The Trustees are not entitled to any remuneration or honorarium or sitting 
fee. It shall however be competent for the Committee to reimburse to any 
Trustee the out of pocket expenses, actually incurred by him , in connection 
with the administration and management of the Devaswom including travel 
ling expenses from Trichur and back but the Hereditary Trustee shall not 
be entitled to travelling expenses for his coming to and returning from 
Trichur from his place of residence if he resides outside the Municipal 
limits of Trichur. 

19. Rules : - (i) The committee may, from time to time, make rules 
not inconsistent with the Act, Scheme, and as far as possible the Trust Decd 
to carry out the purposes of the scheme. 

( ii ) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power, such rules may provide for all or any of the following 
matter, namely : 

(a ) The convening , procedure at, and conduct of the meetings; 
(b ) The books, registers, accounts , forms and other records and 

documents to be used , kept and maintained ; 
(c) Cash that may ordinarily be kept in hand with the executive 

Trustec ; 
( d ) The opening and operation of bank accounts ; 
(c ) Custody of jewels and other valuables, vessels and other 

movables; 
(1) The qualifications, terms and conditions of service, appoint 

ment, duties of the staff, distribution of work , and other 

matters relating to the staff ; 
(g ) Regulating the performance of and fixing the scales of rates 

and fees for vazhivadus in the temple ; and 
(h ) Gencrally for all matters in connection with the administration 

and management of the Devaswom .

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(iii) The rules shall be amended , added to varied from 
time to time. 

( iv ) The rules shall be subject to the approval of the Board . 
20. Administration of the Siva Temple. The Committee shall admini 
ster the affairs of the Siva Temple in the same lines as of the temple treating 
the same as separate unit for all purpose including income and expenditure. 

21 . Power to remove difficulties. If any difficulty arises in giving effect 
to the provisions of the Scheme, the Board may, as occasion may require, by 
order, do anything not inconsistent with the provisions of the Act or Scheme 
which appears to the Board nccessary for the purpose of removing the 
difficulty 

22. Reference to the Board . If any dispute arises in connection with the 
administration of the Devaswom or interpretation of the provisions of the 
scheme or the rules, the same shall be referred to the board whose decision 
shall be final and binding on the Committee and all concerned . 

23. Amendment of the Scheme - The Board may amend, vary, alter or 
add to the provisions of the Scheme, whenever deemed fit or necessary to do 
so, consistent with the provisions of the Act.

1. These regulations may be called “ the Cochin Port and Dock 
(3rd Amendment) Regulations, 1976." 

2. They shall come into force on the date of their final publication 
in the official Gazette . 

3 . The sub regulation (a ) (1) of Regulation 67 and ( e) of 
Regulatior 68 o the Cochin Port and Dock Regulations, 1975 shall be 
substituted by the following : 
Regulation 67 (a ) ( 1) : 

The Board may issue licences for a period of two years or such shorter 
periods as it may consider proper, on application , to companies, firms and 
individuals, granting them permission to perform the work of stevedoring 
vessels and no steyedore shall be allowed to work on board any vessel in 
Port except under such a licence. A charge at the rate of Rs. 50 for a 
period of 3 months will be levied for the issue of a licence . 
Regulation 68 (e) : 

Licences may be renewed for a period of two years at a time or for such 
skorter periods as may be considered proper, the renewal fee for a licence 
being at the rate of Rs. 50 for a period of 3 months. Applications for 
renewal should be submitted at least one month before the expiry of licence. 
Applications received late will be liable to a penalty of Rs. 5 per licence 
at the discretion of the Chairman .
